Claims Discussed 

The interview participants discussed claims 2, 4, 6, 7, and 9. No prior art 
references were discussed diiring the course of the interview. 

Substance of Interview 



In the telephone conversation of June 21, 2006, the Examiner indicated 



that the U.S. Patent Office incorrectly listed the original 1 1 claims as the pending claims, 
and did not previously take into account the amendments submitted during the PCT phase 
of the application. The Examiner also stated that she was able to review the amendments 
submitted during the PCT phase, and that she tentatively believed the claims to be 
allowable. However, the Examiner mentioned that she would need to conduct an updated 
search and respond with a new Office Action based on the updated search. 



The interview participants reached an agreement in which the Examiner 



would examine the amended claims 2, 4, 6, 7, and 9 which resulted from amendments 
filed in the PCT application. 
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
